The British Tobruk and Rez- 
egh forces, consolidating 
their junction today, trapped 
large Axis forces to the east 
which immediately attempt- 
ed to battle their way out, a 
British spokesman announc- 
ed here. 

Practically the entire Italian 
Bologna division was wiped out 
in the action, the spokesman said. 

Bitter fighting was in> progress, 


it was said, as an Axis column 
which had darted 
into Egypt two 
days as a diver- 
sion attempted to 
return to the Axis 
main forces.

OTTAWA, Nov. 28.—(CP) 
—Finance Minister Ilsley an- 
nounced today the Canadian 
government has approved a 
wartime salaries order pro- 
viding that no employer shall 
increase the. rate of salary 
paid to an official above the 
most recent rate established 
and payable on or before 
Nov. 6. 

Mr. Ilsley said salaries were de- 
fined to include bonuses and all 
other forms of income received 
from the employer, 

The wartime salaries order will 
Stabilize managerial, executive and 
other salaries, clarifying the more 
general requirements of the war- 
time wages and cost of living bonus 
order in their application to sal- 
aried officials, the minister said. 


NO LIVING BONUS 

The order applies to all employ- 
ees above the rank of foreman or 
comparable ranks. It does not re- 
quire the payment of a cost of liv- 
ing bonus, such as it required for 
Wage earners, and merely permits 
the payment of such bonuses to em- 
ployees receiving less than $3,000 a 
year. 

“It should be noted that the 
provisions of this order will re- 
quire an adjustment and prob- 
ably 1 cancellation of any in- 
crease in salaries which have 
gone into effect since Nov. 6, the 
minister said.

Atrocities in Poland today are 
| the revenge Hitler is meting out 
| for Poland's stand in refusing to 
surrender without fighting, Maj. 
Gen. Bronislaw Duch, who ir re- 
cruiting a Free Polish army in 
| Canada, stated upon his arrival in 
Edmonton Friday. 

Gen. Duch arrived here to ad- 
dress Polish citizens in Edmonton 
and district with the object of 


placing before them, the complete 


facts about the plight in Poland 
and rallying them to the support 
of a free Polish movement in Can 
ada. He is accompanied by his aide, 
Lt. Wlademir Czraykowski-. 
FOUGHT IN POLAND 

Gen, Duch was leader of a Polish 
army division south of Warsaw in 
1939 and after his division was sur- 
rounded by the Germang he refused 
to surrender and escaped through 


Hungary, Yugoslavia and Italy into | 


France. In France he organized a 
Polish division which was trapped 
in the Battle of France. He then 
escaped through Spain and Por- 


tugal to reach England in July, 
1940. 
In referring to the atrocities 


that Hitler and his henchmen are 
carrying on in Poland, Gen. Duch 
stated that he is most bitter toward 
Poland because thet nation served 
as an “alarm clock” to the Allies 
It also served as « stop-gap in Hit- 
ler's march to hopes of world dom- 
inance, he said.

Taking Care Of Them 


One conspicuous feature of the cam- 
paign along the North African coast is 
the absence of the Italian fleet from 
the scene of combat. Just across Mus- 
solini’s “lake” British warships are 
pounding Italian forces and German 
forces to pieces; but Mussolini’s battle- 
ships and cruisers have been making 
no attempt to interfere. Apparently 
they are tucked away somewhere in 
the security of Adriatic harbors. 

This cannot be explained on the 
ground that these ships are not numer- 
ous enough or powerful enough to offer 
battle. There are, so far as known, 
four battleships and at least five heavy 
cruisers, with dozens of light cruisers 
and destroyers, still afloat under the 
Fascist flag—all of them modern, fast 
and well armed. It is peculiar that so 
formidable a fleet should skulk in har- 
bor when Axis forces are being de- 
atroyed by enemy ships in Italian ports 
within easy sailing distance of home 
waters. 

To be sure, things have not gone 
very well with Benito’s ships when they 
have ventured out to sea. But Hitler 
cares nothing for what becomes of Ital- 
ian ships or sailors—and it is Hitler 
who is directing the war in Libya. He 
is holding them back for some other 
purpose than to save them from de- 
struction. 

The probable reason is that he in- 
tends to take over the Vichy squadron, 
which is also powerful, and combine

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John L. Lewis Reveals Powerful But Violent Personality 


Man Who Challenges American “ 


President Has Virtue of 
Personal Honesty 
By CHESTER BLOOM 
WASHINGTON, D.C The writer's 
earliest recollections of the sanhguinary 
labor battlefields on which John L. Lewis 
won his spurs is dated 1907. A cub repor 
ter, he had been sent to meet a train load 
of negro coal mine strike breakers in 
Springfield, Illinois The train had not 
been permitted to stop at Carlinville, 40 
miles south, where the strike was in 
progress 
When it pulled into the Chicago & 


Alton station at Springfield it was riddled 
with bullet holes. Locomotive, tender, 
coaches perforated in scores of places, 
windows smashed, coach steps dripping 
blood from the floors covered with dead 
and dying negroes. 

Mr. Lewis wasn't mixed in that one; 
he was getting married about that time 
to an Iowa school teacher; his drive for 
leadership began in 1911 when he was 
made head of the Panama, Illinois, U.M.- 


W.A. local union. But it was in that 
milieu of bloody labor strife he rose to the 
top 

Thus, in 1922, Mr. Lewis was accused 


of complicity in the Herrin, Illinois, mine 
massacre in which 22 non-strikers and 
strike-breakers were slain—an accusation 
he has always vigorously denied. But 
neither Illinois coal operators or miners 
thought much of such affrays—it was a 
hard, tough, fighting and oftimes bloody 
business. A leader had to be not only 
adept in rough oratory but handy with his 


fists. 
Bellicose, Fearless 


John L. Lewis is a_ two-fisted, 230 
pound, bellicose Welsi:-American, fearing 
neither knuckles or bullets. In 20 odd 
years, he has not changed. 

At the 1935 American Federation of 
Labor convention in Atlantic City, where 
the C.I.O. split was developing, Lewis as 
head of the rebels tangled with “Big Bill” 
Hutcheson, A.F. of L. carpenter chief. 
Lewis knocked Big Bill flat with a sock 
on the nose. It was the same spirit with 
which he has just challenged the anti- 
strike congressmen, Senator Connally and 
Representatives Cox and Smith of Vir- 
ginia, to come outside the halls of congress 
and call him a traitor. No one doubts how 
Lewis would settle that. 

That readiness for violence, physical or 
mental, is the fundamental requisites of 
dictators. ‘Thus, there are some striking 
though superficial, resemblances between 
the career of the late assassinated Senator 
Huey Long in politics and John L. Lewis 
in labor unionism. Neither hesitated to 
go to the most extreme lengths in publicly 
castigating opponents. Everyone remem- 
bers Longs’ vituperative speeches. 


“Strike Out Lousy!” 


Once when Lewis was fighting a union 
dispute with Patrick J. Hurley, an ex- 
miner himself and then secretary of war, 
Lewis publicly denounced Hurley as 
“Judas who has betrayed the union of 
his youth for thirty lousy pieces of silver.” 
Hurley made an uproar. demanded a de- 
traction, “Strike out the ‘lousy’” said 
Lewis to the stenographer. 

Long, too was a physically powerful 
fellow, hesitating at no violence. But 
whereas Long always had a couple of 
gangsters to back him with pistols, Lewis 
is ready anytime, any place, to meet an 
opponent sing]y with fists. Both Lewis and 
Long fought their ways up from deep pov- 
erty by boundless ambition, unflagging 
energy and dogged resolution. 

Both men lacked elementary education. 
Lewis quit school in the seventh grade to 
work in the coal mine near his birthplece, 
Lueas, Iowa. (He was born February 12, 
1880 of a long line of Welsh coal] miners). 
But both Lewis and Long educated them- 
selves 
with Shakespeare, Homer and the classics. 

Both, too, were family men in the best 
sense of the word—gentle with their 
wives and children, as Lewis still is. 


Domination 


Long, despite his wickedness, radiated 
a kind of humorous, captivating personal- 
ity; one.could not be five minutes in a 
tToom with Huey Long and not recognize 
that force. Lewis, too, has that same in- 
definable quality of dominating a com- 
pany. His great bulk, stocky shoulders and 
big head give him an overpowering phys- 
ical presence. But it is much more than

Both men had a high sense of their 
own value, One of the stock Washington 
stories at the time Lewis was having 
his original quarrel and break with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is of a group of admirers 
flattering the great man. Lewis accepted 
it calmly, adding, “Yes, but it is so cold, 
8o cold” giving a dramatic shiver, “and 
so lonely on these heights.” He would 
mean just that, too. 


Personal Honesty 


But there the Long and Lewis analogy 
ends. Huey Long, by his alliance with 
the wickedest type of corrupt Louisiana 
politicians, won the contempt as wel) as 
the fear of his enemies. Lewis’ opponents 
all respect his personal honesty and in- 
tegrity. But he does not hesitate to use 
money legitimately. Perhaps the greatest 
error the democratic national committee 
made was in the 1936 election campaign 
when it accepted a direct gift by Lewis 
of $50,000 from the Mineworkers’ treasury 
to help elect President Roosevelt. That 
was added to by “loans” bringing the 
total, according to common report, to half 
a million dollars. 

To a man of John Lewis’ ambitions and 
training in rough and tumble fighting, he 
might be pardoned for thinking he had 
bought the Roosevelt administration. 
When Roosevelt refused to go along with 
him in the first great CIO. sit-down 
strike in General Motors, he regarded Mr. 
Roosevelt as an ingrate and the democra- 
tic leaders as a pack of traitors. For John 
L. Lewis had always been a high tariff 
republican in politics—having supported 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover in their or- 
iginal election campaigns. There was 
strong pressure at one time to make him

Knows Mining

is from the ground up. After learning the | 


game as a boy in the Iowa mines, he mi- 
grated to Illinois, thence to the far west 
where he worked in various coal, .copper 
and gold mines. Those who knew the 
western mines in that era have no diffi- 
culty in recalling the violence of their 
labor difficulties, Returning to Illinois, 
Lewis quickly rose to the top. In 1917, he 
became vice president of the United Mine- 
workers, in 1919 their national president, a 
position he has held ever since. 

It would be idle here to rehearse the 
long struggle Lewis originated between 
the union of his youth, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and his own concept of 
unionism, the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganization, which unionizes industry by 
plants instead of crafts. 

The ironic fact is that Lewis could 
never have gone the places he has except 
for President Roosevelt's New Deal, It 
was section 7 (a) of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act which enabled him to 
rebuild the dying mineworkers’ union to a 
membership of nearly a half million. It 
wast that act which enabled him to push 
the C.1.O. so successfully, resulting in a 
final secession from the A.F. of L. And, 
unquestionably, it was the Wagner Act 
guaranteeing collective bargaining and 
setting up the National Labor Relations 
Board which buttressed the C.1.O. unions 
against A.F, of L. attacks. 


Violence 


Violence, perhaps, was inevitable in 
this struggle of the néw industrial unions 
against both employers and the old craft 
unions. And in an era of violence, they 
found a master of violent speech and ac- 
tion in John L. Lewis. The man has been 
accused of having a secret ambition to be- 
come president himself—but what Am- 
erican politician has not, and Lewis is 
essentially a politician from the ground up. 
It was not the ambition, perhaps, that 
brought the break with Roosevelt so much 
as the method—Lewis attempting to dom- 
inate the labor policy of the administra-

Incidentally, Lewis is no poor man, 
himself. For years, he drew a salary of 
$12,000 annually from the U.M.W.A. His 
admiring union in 1936 proposed to raise 
it to $25,000 but Lewis, in a grand drama- 
tic gesture, declined on the ground that it 
was too much money. Two years later, 
however, he changed his mind and ac- 
He bought himself a 
lovely old southern home in Alexandria, 
just down the river from Washington, on 
the Virginia side of the Potumac. He sent 
his son to Princeton university and his 
daughter, Katherine, to swank Bryn 
Mawr. But Katherine, who has a great 
affection for her father, quit there shortly 
and returned home to be her fathers 
secretary. 

Lewis thus lives a quiet, ideal home 
life—just the picture background neces- 
sary for a great political leader. 

This leader has now, in effect, chal- 
lenged the president and congress of the 
United States in the face of a war emer- 
gency. There still remains the verdict of 
public opinion.

Thus, the revolt of European master- 
craftsmen against the trade unionism that 
seeks to lump all workers together into 
the category of “masses.” Thus, the rev- 
erence accorded by true Europeans to all 
distinguished artists, writers and intellec- 
tuals. Thus, the instant recognition by 
the true European of an individual of 
superior breeding, gifts or character. 


Another Renaissance 


Contrary to a great many Americans, 
who are wont to remark that “Europe 
is finished” and that “everything worth 
while in Europe has passed to the United 
States,” I have an instinct that we are 
going to see, through a birth of blood and 
sweat and tears, the emergence of a great 
European renaissance, And, unless I mis- 
read the signs of the times, the spirit of 
that renaissance will be conservative. 

For the horizontal democracy of Eur- 
ope is precisely what has failed. The uni- 
versal vulgarization of everything, from 
art to politics, has produced an almost 
nauseated reaction all over the continent. 
The apotheosis of this vulgarization is, of 
course, Hitler, preaching a pseudo-aristo- 
cratic theory in the language of the half- 
educated and creating elite masses of tow- 
headed “supermen” who claim leadership 
on the basis of their Germanic chromo- 
somes—thinking to make a nobleman out 
of a brown ‘shirt and a black jack, and 
creating instead either a thug or a briefly 
enthused soldier, who winces at a French 


_girl’s shrug, and wishes people liked him. 


Hitler Doesn’t Belong 

In a sense we are more scared of Hitler 
than Europe is, even Europe bleeding un- 
der his heel, because Europe knows bet- 
ter than we ao, that he doesn't “belong.” 

But, when either a personality or a cul- 
ture is shaken to its foundations, its true 
character asserts itself, and it is only by 
its truest character that it can save it- 
self. Europe, I am convinced will rebuild 
itself as an hierarchical social structure. 

In the general overturn much that has 
been thought gold will turn out to have 
been dross, and much that was thought 
dross will be pure gold, The saints and 
heroes may came out of the plainest 
middle class homes—or out of the gutter, 
for that matter—and a title, decorations, 
and elegant manners may prove to cover 
a craven spirit. Yet, it is worth remark- 
ing that Churchill's most famous phrase, 
and most memorable because most true, 
was “Seldom in history have so many 
owed so much to so few.” 

The old schoo! ties in the foreign office 
are no particular badge of nobility in Brit- 
ain today, but the R.A.F. wings are. The 
world is crying for jeadership—leadership 
that asserts itself by sacrifice and willing- 
néss to take responsibility; although it 
wants none of despots, it yearns for 
heroes, Although it is destroying vested 
privileges right and left, it is creating 
new castes of the superior. 

A Democracy of Inequality 

And both in Europe and in England, I 
suspect that the New Democracy will not 
desire to put everybody in the same grade. 
It will recognize equality on the level 
where all men really are equal—in the 
right to life, liberty and happiness. But 
it will also above the desire for life, will- 
ing to sacrifice their own liberty to duty, 
and would rather experience, create and 
build than avoid pain, which is most peo- 
ple's definition of happiness. And those 
will win the hard responsibility of in- 
equality—and a higher rank in the struc- 
ture of society. 

Not all our democrats will like that 
New Democracy, for it will bear little re- 
semblance to that way of life which glori- 
fies mediocrity and the “middle way,” 
We may even find ourselves in the wake 
of it, and in the van. And we may discover 
in it, too something of the spirit of Am- 
erican pioneer days, when we also recog- 
nized that there were equals and those 


| 


men whose characters determined ‘their 
inevitable leadership, 

But at any rate we can make peace 
with such a Europe. With a free and fed- 
erated continental Europe—across the 
bridge of Britain—the bridge that must 
be secured by and for the Old World and 
the New. 

And only America, while she jis still 
somewhat aloof, can create a peace pro- 
gram that will make her name blessed, 
Only the people of America; Anglo-Sax- 


| ons and Germans and Latins and Slavs as 


we are. People of wide horizons and dar- 
ing imaginations, as we are, when we are 
our best and truest selves,

The fly in the ointment would appear 
to be that it would take more than abuse 
and insulis against a respected constitu- 
tional government to again lull the voters 
of Alberta into selling their birthrights 
to international finance and the throttling 
clutehes of the money barons. 

Our crystallized friends can rest as- 
sured that when they have something bet- 
ter to offer the public than what our 
present government is trying to imple- 
ment, both the government and the people 
of Alberta will give them their whole- 
hearted support.

Sitting beside a dowager at 
| dinner and running out of in- 
§ | teresting material with which 
to intrigue her ear, one can 
always fall back on the. wea- 
ther. Also, finding one’s 
self in difficulties to extend 
a brilliantly-begun talk-fest 
with a young lady upon 
whom one desires to make a 
favorable impression, the 
weather can be counted upon 
as an unfailing source of in- 
Sspiration. 

Many of us hold firm to the 
belief that birds, muskrats, beav- 
ers, geese, ducks and certain 
kinds of trees are able to predict 
the weather much further ahead 
and better than the Dominion 
Meteorological Bureau. Also there 
are a great many who place un- 
failing faith in the weather fore- 
casts of individuals. In this re- 
spect pioneers of the community, 
whether they be Indian or Paie- 
Face, are the one usually relied 
on for such prognostications. 

. * . 

As it so happens, it is impossible 
for any one to predict the weather 
for more than several days ahead. 
There is no scientist anywhere who 
would have anything to say about 
the months that lie ahead. It is 
known that the beavers sometimes 
build thick houses and store a great 
deal of winter food when a mild 
winter follows. There have been 
other occasions when animals build | 
flimsy houses and store practically 


no food and a hard winter follows. 
. * * 


If a bird, or a beaver, could pre- 
dict the weather, there would be no 
need of the Dominion establishing 
and maintaining a meteorological 
service. Birds and beavers make 
mistakes the same as the rest of us 
do. There are stories once in a 
while of tree robins being seen in 
January and ducks and geese flying 
in one direction when, by all the 
rules of popular conception, they 
should be flying in another. A robin 
may like this city, but he should 
not risk his health to stay here out 
of season, unless some kind soul 
will provide him with a fur coat, 
mittens and a cosy, warm home.

The question of whether our 
winters are getting more severe is 
another favorite topic of discuss- 
jon. Some think they are and 
others disagree. Any 50 below day 
will seem like the worst yet. Wea- 
ther bureau records will reveal 
that one year differs from another 
in the weather it brings and also 
in respect to almost everything 
else. However, the average of the 
weather for any consceutive +20 
years is practically the same as 
for any other 20 years.

And the coldest place in the 
world? Perhaps that is unknown. 
But the coldest spot actually in- 
habited by members of the human 
race is Verkhoyansk in the province 
of Yabulsk, Siberia. That point ex- 
periences what is known as Pole 
Cold and temperature as low as 
90 degrees Fahrenheit has been re- 
corded.

Terming the system of capital- 
istic democracy uDder which Can- 
ada operates today the “most in- 
competent form of social order
